The Suit Will Temporarily Prevent 
the Transfer of Any More Prop- 
erty Among the Combining 
Lines—The Case To Be 
Heard July 15th. 


Governor Candler issued an order to At- 
torney General Terrell yesterday morning 
at 11 o’clock directing him to bring suit 
in the name of the state against the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Compa- 
ny, the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, the Atlanta Railway Company and 
Trust Company of Georgia for an alleged 
violation of the constitution of the’ state, in 
defeating or attempting to lessen competi- 
tion. 

The action of Governor Candler was tak- 
en in the interest of a number of citizens 
of Atlanta residing along Richardson street, 
who filed a petition with the chief executive 
complaining against the proposed action of 
the above named companies in what is 
thought to be an attempt to injure the ex- 
cellent service now operated on Richardson 
street. The signers of the petitidn, among 
whom are 0.

Immediately upon receiving the order of 
Governor Candler directing thé attorney 
general to bring the suit, the counsel for 
the complainants, Brown & Ran- 
dolph, and Frazer & Hynds, who are asso-

clated in the case with Attorney General 
Terrell, made an effort to find Judge Lump- 
kin, of the superior court. It was found, 
however, that Judge Lumpkin was out of 
the city and in his absence Judge Candler, 
of the Stone Mountain circuit, was sought 
with the petition asking for an injunction 
to prevent the transfer of any property 
from the Trust Company of Georgia to oth- 
ers or from the Atlanta Railway Company 
to the Trust Company of Georgia. 

It was learned that Judge Candler was 
out of the city, at his farm near Marietta, 
and Attorneys Brown and Hynds proceeded 
to Marietta in a private conveyance. Judge 
Candler was found by the lawyers yester- 
day afternoon in Marietta, and upon hear- 
ing the petition he at once issued a re- 
straining order, temporarily enjoining the 
transfer of any more stock from the Trust 
Company of Georgia 10 either of the other 
companies named, or from the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company to the Trust Company of 
Georgia. 

His order further enjoins the operations 
of the lines under the amended charter of 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company, 
or as a combination. 

The case was set by Judge Candler for 
July 15th unless a speedier hearing is de- 
Sired by the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, and others, in which case three 
days’ notice must be given by them.

TOM WHITE TELLS HOW HE 
SLEW PARENTS AND SISTER 


(Montgomery, Ala. July 6—(Special.)— 
Tommy White, a veritable barefooted crea- 
ture of the woods about Athens, Ala., 4 
native of Rising Fawn, Ga., and aged but 
thirteen years, the self-confessed murderer 


of his mother and sisters, sleeps tonight 


in jafl, having been captured here by Act- 
ing Chief of Police Martin's men Satur- 
day. The boy never heard of God and 
washed his face only on Sundays. 

A man named Frank Lawton, a type of 
the woods peculiar alone to the limestone 
section, the boy states, instigated the mur- 
der of his mother and sisters, and @t was 
through fear of having his throat cut that 
Tommy disemboweled them last Friday 
afternoon with a knife. 

Tommy’s father was a white blacksmith, 
and an honest one, in a district miles from 
postoffice and telegraph. Lawson was the 
man who made his home and whisky in 
the woods nearby on the premises of old 
man White. Tommy and his father were

Order of Governor Candler. 
Following is the order of Governor Can- 


dier issued yesterday morning instructing 
Attorney General Terrell to bring suit in 
the name of the state against the three 
Atlanta railway companies and the Trust 


Company of Georgia: 

In re the petition of O. 8S. Nunnally 
and others for an order directing suit 
to be brought in the name of the state 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company or the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company of the Atlanta 
Railway Company and Trust Company 
of Georgia. 

In considering the allegations made by 
the petitioners in the above stated pe- 
tition and the exhibits hereto attached, 
it appearing that the corporations above 
named are charged with having violat- 
ed and with being about to further 
violate article four, section two and 
paragraph four of the constitution of the 
state of Georgia, ‘which is in the follow- 
ing words: 

“The general assembly of this state 
shall have no power to authorize any 
corporation to buy shares or stock in any 
other corporation in this state or else- 
where or to make any contract or agree- 
ment whatever with any such corpora- 
tion which may have the effect or be 
intended to have the effect to defeat or 
lessen competition in their respective 
businesses or to encourage monopoly; 
and all such contracts shall be illegal 

void.”’ 
uk said clause of constitution 
has never been construed by the su- 
preme court of this state as to its ef- 
fects on combinations of «treet railroad 
corporations; and the general public, as 
well as such corporations of the state 
being interested in the issues raised, 
which issues cannot be determined upon 
the individual suit of these petitioners, 
and the questions involved being mixed 
questions of law and fact, upon which 
the judicial department of the govern- 
ment alone should pass; and having no 
disposition to usurp by executive order 
the functions of the judiciary. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the at- 
torney general be, and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to institute and pros- 
ecute in the name of the state of Geor- 
gia such suit or suits, in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof, against the At-. 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany or the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, the " rust Company of Geor- 
gia, and the At..nta Railway Company, 
as may deemed necessary for the pur- 
pose of satting aside, annulling and de- 
claring void the contracts alleged to 
have been entered into in violation of 
the said clause of the constitution, or 
any part thereof, and for the purpose of 
enjoining and restraining the Atlanta 
Railway Company from selling or con- 
veying ‘its railroad and property to the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company or the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, and from removing all 
of its tracks or in any way altering its 
present status as a competing line of the 
said last named company, and for the 
purpose of restraining and enjoining the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company from selling or conveying its 
tracks and property to the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company or the Atlanta and Pow- 
er Company, and from removing any 
of its tracks or in any way altering its 
present status as a competing line of 
said last named company, and to prevent 
the further operation and control of 
either of said corporations by the other, 
under the contracts alleged to have been 
made in violation of the constitution and 
for such other purposes as will effectu- 
ally prevent the continuation of all con- 
tracts between said corporations or any 
of them that may be in yiolation of the 
constitution in any way so as to defeat 
or to lessen competition in their respec- 
tive business or to encourage manopoly. 

It is further ordered that the peti- 
tioner shall hold the state of Georgia 
harmless for all costs incurred in such 
suit or suits as may be instituted under 
this order and that the counsel for the 
petitioners, without cost to the state, be 
associated with the attorney general in 
the prosecuting of the same.

Washington, July 6.—Brigadier 
General Wheeler was today ordered to 
report to General Otis at Manila for 
service in the Philippine islands, the 
order for the enlistment of volunteers 
for service in the archipelago was 
published and seven more colonels to 
command the regiments were ap- 
pointed. 

There are yet two colonels to be desig- 
nated. Eight majors also were named. 
The recruiting Will not begin until some 
the exact date not having 
Recruiting stations will 


time next week, 
been fixed yet. 
be opened in every state and territory, and 
as fast as the men are enlisted they will 
be sent to the regiments to be assigned 
to companies. Sate lines are obliterated, 
and the men first enlisting will be first to 
be mustered in. 

The assignment to companies will be by 
the officer command'ig, and he will be at 
liberry to organize & company composed 
of men from one state, if he finds it con- 
venient and practicable. The organiza- 
tion of the ten regiments in this country 
will not make any difference to the organ- 
ization of the regiments in the Philippines 
by General Otis. His regiments will be in 


addition to those hereafter to be known as‘ 


‘Ihirty-fifth inclu- 
and will be numbered thirty-sixth 
upward. It is expected that three regi- 
ments will be organized In the Philippines. 
The regiments organized in the United 
States and the Philippines will increase the 
army by 650 officers and 17,667 men, if there 
should be three full regimen's formed by 
Genera] Otls. 

The colonéls appointed today are under 
orders to proceed at once with the organi- 
zation of the regimen'ts. Some of the of- 
ficers are now in the city, and have been 
consulting jthe different bureau officers 
with regard to equipment and supply for 
the men as they join the regiments.

How the Order Reads. 

“War ‘Department, Washington, July 
5, 1899.—By direction of the president, the 
following genera] rules are prescribed for 
recruiting from the sountry at large, 
United States volunteers, as provided for 
by the act of congress approved March 2, 
1899, published im general orders No. 36, of 
1899, headquarters of the army, adjutant 
general's office, and for organizing the 
Same Into regiments: 

“The strength of regiments, officers and 
eristed men will be as provided for by sec- 
tlons ¥ and 12 of the act of congress ap- 
proved March 2, 1899. 

“The regiments ‘o be organized in the 
United tSates will be designated Twenty- 
sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eigh:th, 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, Thir- 
ty-second, Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth 
regiments of infan'ry, United States vol- 
unteers, ' 

“Of the commissioned officers to be ap- 
pointed for each of these regiments by the 
field and staff officers, including medical 
officers, and captains of companies wil! be 
assembled at regimental rendezvous as 
hereafter designated, for the purpose of 
‘theoretical and practical instruction in or- 
ganization, military administration, dril] 
reguijations, discipline, hygiene. company 
Sanitation ete. Daily Instruction in he 
nomenclature, care and assembling of parts 
of the rifle and target praciice wil) be a 
Special feature of ‘instruction of both of- 
fheers and men. 

“Applicamts for commissions, except of- 
ficers in the regular army, will be re- 
quired ‘0 pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion as to age, moral, mental and Physical! 
fitness, and capacity to command troops, 
and must have had service during the 
Spanish-American war. 

“The recruiting service of the regular 
army will be charged with recrultting 
from the country at large men for service 
in these volunteer reguents, whose en- 
listmen's will be made for the period end- 
ing June 30, 1991, unless sooner discharged 
and without restrictions as to citizenship 
Or educational qualifications, but in all 
other respects under the same rules and 
regulations as are prescribed for recruit- 
ing the regular service. Except tn spe- 
Clal cases, only unmarried men wij] be en- 
Iisted for these regiments. In yiew of the 
probable severe service of these regiments 
and the climatic conditions to which they 
may be subjected, the physica] qQualifica- 
tions of both officers and enlisted men is 
of first importance. Only those qua'tfied 
wilf be appointed or enlisted. 

“The lieutenants and two of the medic 
officers cf each regiment wil]. 
practicable, be assigned to duty as uassis- 
tants to the recruiting officers of the reg: 
ular army. 

“Upon arrival of the recruits at the 
regimental rendezvous, the commanding 
officers of the regiment wil] assign them

The regiments will be organized accord- 
ing to the provisions of the act of March 
2d, 1899, and will consist of fifty officers 
and 1,309 enlisted men each. The secreta- 
ry of war gives the following instructions 
to govern the recruiting: 

“The enlistment of men for the ten reg- 
iments of infantry, United States volun- 
teers, will be made by the regular recruit- 
ing officers at all the recruiting stations 
and military posts within the United 
States. 

‘Districts for recruiting designated reg- 
iments are announced as follows and re- 
cruiting officers will be governed accord- 
ingly: 

“For the Twenty-sixth regiment, Platts- 
burg Barracks, N. Y.; the New England 
states, excepting Connecticutt, and the 
portion of the state or New York north 
of the forty-second degree of latitude. 

“For the Twenty-sixth regiment, Camp 
Meade, Pa., the states of Connecticutt, the 
portion of New York south of the forty- 
second degree of latitude, the states of 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina and the District of Columbia. 

“For the Twenty-eighth regiment, Camp 
Meade, Pa., the states of New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. 

For the Twenty-ninth regiment, 
Fort McPherson, Ga., the states of 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bsma, Mississippi and Louisiana. 

‘For the Thirtieth regiment, Fort Sher- 
idan, Ill., the States of Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 

“For the Thirty-first regiment, Fort 
Thomas, Ky., the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

“For the Thirty-second regiment, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., the gtates of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas and 
Territories of Oklahoma and Indian. 

“For the Thirty-third regiment, Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., the state of Texas. 

“For the Thirty-fourth regiment, Fort 
Logan, Col., the states of Colorado, Wy- 
oming, Utah, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Montana and the terri- 
tories of Arizona and New Mexico. 

“For the Thirty-fifth regiment, Vancou- 
ver Barracks, Wash., the states of Call- 
fornia, Nevada, Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho and the territory of AlasKa. 

“The term of service will be for the pe- 
riod ending June 30th, 1901, and these en- 
listments nay be made ‘without restric- 
tion as to citizenship or educational qual- 
ification.’ 

“In other reepects they will be governed 
by the rules and regulations prescribed for 
recruiting the regular army.

Hon, Hamilton McWhorter Congratulated 
by the Members, 


INTERESTING PAPERS WERE READ

Warm Springs, Ga., July 6—(Special.)— 
The most highly successful meeting in the 
history of the Georgia Bar Association be< 
gan its sessiohs this morning, with Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter, pfesident of the as< 
sociation, presiding. There are present 
nearly 200 Georgia lawyers, including the 
judges of the supreme court, Judge Emory 
Speer, of the United States bench; most of 
the circuft court judges and a number of 
the solicitors, and in every respect the 
gathering is a most notable one 
Two sessions were held today. At the 
morning session much of the usual routine 
business was attended to and in the af- 
ternoon several interesting papers werd 
read. 


The most interesting part of the regu-, 


lar order was of course the speech of 
President McWhorter: 

The special keynote of this address was 
the danger of hasty acfion of the courts 
in criminal cases. He held up the possi- 
bilities of wrongs to society resulting from 
these hasty trials, his argument being that 
there was greater permanent danger in the 
precedents established by the courts in 
these cases than in the lynchings these 
trials are designed to prevént. He empha- 
sized the duties of the lawyers in preserving 
the law and maintaining the dignity and 
conservativeness, of the courts. 

President McWhorter’s Address. 

The president's address was received with 
many evidences of enthusiasm, and at the 
conclusion of the morning’s exercises he 
was warmly congratulated by very many of 
the members. 

Judge McWhorter said, in part: 

“The lawyers of the past generation 
idealized the law in conception and in 
principle, I recall, with vivid recollection, 
the venerable lawyer who occupied the 
chair of this department when 1 entered 
the law class ot the University of Geor- 
gia. He was one of the last lingering rel- 
ics of the ante-bellum lawyer, upon whose 
like we will probably never look again. 

“f can see him now ae the class, in 
fresh and eager anticipation, listened for 
the first words that feil from his venera- 
ble lips when he turned to the dingy but 
hallowed wall of that little classroom, 
and with a voice tremulous with age and 
broken with pain, he invoked for our in- 
spiration the sentiment familiar to all 
lawyers, but which seemed to vitalize the 
lifeless wall upon which, in simple frame, 
it hung: ‘Of law no less can be acknowl- 
— than that its seat is the bosom of 
God.’ 

“The University of Georgia was the 
Mecca to which the ante-bellum lawyer 

made annual pilgrimage and the law 
school was his foster child. 

“Whether the law originated in necessi 
ty or was conceived in convenience, r 
ed from conquest or sprung like seed from 
the soil, from the mind of man, germinat- 
ed by nature’s mysterious hand, may form 
the basis for much theoretical discussion, 
but all will agree that its voice is ‘the 
harmony of the world.’ 

“In the seeming drift of the law from 
its established moorings, in its evasion by 
the crafty and corrupt and in the constant 
contest continuously waged against it, it 
is well that those charged with its cus- 
tody and preservation counsel together go 
that it may be declared intelligently, de- 
termined justly and administered upright-

Galveston, Tex., July 6—Never was a bet- 
der example given of the natural propen- 
Bity for exaggeration than in collecting re- 
Ports from the Brazos valley flood. 

Every year the Brazos and Colorado val- 
leys suffer from inundations. Some years 
the volume of water !fs small. Up to the 
present flood the greatest destruction from 
the annual inundations was in 1885. This 
year the high water mark of 188 has been 
surpassed in Washington, Waller, Austin, 
Fort Bend and Brazoria counties, in south- 
ern Texas. 

The Brazos is falling rapidly in the cen- 
tral part of the state, the scene of last 
week's flood. The flood reached the south- 
ern part of the state Sunjlay night and 
Monday. The planters had ample warning, 
‘put many negroes remained in the Brazos 
.valley, believing the water would not rise 
higher than in 1885. From 1,000 to 2,000 
colored people were caught in the valley in 
Austin, Waller and Fort Bend counties and 
were forced to take to the trees and house- 
‘tops. An appeal was made to Houston for 
boats, but Houston had sent all boats avail- 
‘eble further up the river last week to 
‘Calvert and Bryan. Governor Sayers, at 
the suggestion of Congressman Hawley, ap- 
pealed to the war department for permis- 
sion to send government life-saving boats 
from Galveston. Permission was granted, 
and a special train left this afternoon for 
the flooded district, carrying several gov- 
ernment and a number of private boats. 
It is believed that nearly all the people 
‘lodged in trees and on héusetops have been 
rescued, but the boats sent from Galveston 
‘today will patrol the flooded district and 
@nake a thorough search for stragglers. A 
‘very good indication that the people have 
beén rescued is the fact that a special re- 
Bief party started out from Brookshire Tues- 
may night and patrolled the river all night, 
put found no one to rescue. 

So far as known but two lives have been 
ost in the lower Brazos flood. 

The war department has authorized Gov- 
‘ernor Sayers to distribute 10,000 army ra- 
tions among the flood sufferers, the rations 
to be furnished the governor from San 
JAntonio. These rations will be distributed 
mt Sealey, Wallis, Richmond, Rosenberg, 
(Thompson, Dunke, Arcola, Fulshear, Che- 
mango, Columbia, Velasco, Navasota, Cal- 
‘vert, Hearne, Bryan and Brenham. In ad- 
Gition to the war department rations, Hous- 
ton and Galveston have sent several car 
loads of groceries into the flooded district. 
Jt is believed there is now food enough in 
Zransit to feed the negroes until the waters 
recede and they can return to plantation 
swork. As to creps, cotton is not lost. It is 
entirely washed out in some places, but on 
the whole, more good than harm has been 
@one by the flood to crops. Cotton will 
be replanted ip most cases. worn has soured 

some localities, but the crop is nqgt an 

ntire loss. Those who are looking for a 

ig decrease in the Texas cotton crop be- 

atise of floods in ten out of 250 organized 
‘eounties in the state and not a few unor- 
ganized counties will be disappointed. The 
ound in the inundated counties consfi- 
tutes the garden spot of the state. There 
is plenty of time to raise cotton before 


January, 1900. 

The next trouble will be at Velasco, the 
mouth of the Brazos, which point the 
floods reached today. The town may be cut 
off from communication with the world for 
e@ day or two, but no loss of life is antici- 
pated, because the people hud two days’ no- 
tice that the flood had broken loose above 
and was coming down. The revenue cutter 
Galveston will leave here tonight for Ve- 
Jasco to rescue those really in danger at 
that point. The sending of government 
boats to the flooded district was advisable, 
although it is believed nearly every person 
in danger has been rescued. The donation 
of the war rations was most timely, as 
several thousand homeless negroes will 
have to be fed for ten days. 

The flood situation is now well in hand. 
The destitute will be fed and given work on 
railways until the flood will permit them to 


return to their homes.

harmonious system to the extremest pos- 
Sible margin, so that al] human conduct, 
Subject to the crucible of the law, will 
be assimilated and a right asserted in 
California will not be defeated in Georgia 
and a wrong proscribed in Florida will 
not be legalized in Maine. 

“The law's most patent abuse is the 
cheapening of citizenship. 

“Washington, in his farewell address, 
which to this: day sheds luster and glory 
upon his name, appraised American citi- 
zenship as the most priceless govern- 
menial privilege of man. 

“Just emerging from a long and glori- 
ous conflict for liberty, citizenship was 
vaiued by the blood that had fertilized it 
and the treasure that had been expended 
for it, and it would seem that as man 
rogressed and civilization developed and 
uman rights were morg firmly establish- 
ed, citizenship would enhance in value and 
appreciation, yet, after nearly a century 
of growth and at the close of another long 
and sanguinary conflict; an untutored, un- 
trained and ignorant mass was injected in- 
to the body politic to dilute and degrade 
the value of citizenship, and in derision it 
may be said that a citizen is not now 
born, but made—not reared, but manufac- 
tured, and in the language of the day it is 
questioned whether he ts worth the cost of 
production. 

‘Beginning at the hearthstone, in 
crudest period of human civilization, the 
Anglo-Saxon has been gtfounded in the 
first underlying principles of manhood by 
parental] precept and practice. In the 
strength of his charactér, upon the highest 
Pinnacle of offitial ‘siation, he has pre- 
served the judicial ermine in its pristine 
Purity and spotless integrity; in the 
matchless majesty of his manhood he has 
dashed athwart the political sky in daz- 
Ziing splendor and enduring grea'ness; in 
the purity and probity of his conduct he 
has walked the dizzy heights of ecclesiasti- 
ca] preferment. 


“As one extreme proauces another, the 
abuse of the law is followed by the law’s 
excess—lynch law. 

“I have never attended a sitting of this 
court. I am not familiar with its rules or 
its practice, but it is to be hoped that 
Some of its recent practices will not ripen 
into precedent; That mayhem wil] not be 
adopted as its usual and ordinary form of 
preliminary punishment. 

‘The law’s excess is the effect. 
moving criminal cause is the law’s abuse. 
and thus the careless mob operates jike 
tne safety valve of an engine, through 
Which the law's abuse escapes and the so- 
Cial fabric, like its delicave machinery, is 
strained, but it is to be hoped will be ulti- 
mately saved. 

“Outlawry ‘s not unknown to history. 

“When the Anglo-Saxon was emerging 
from the chrysalis of barbarism into the 
first crude condition of civilization: when 
his animal nature was not restrained by 
self-denial or controlled by self-restraint, 
the court, in pursuance of the law, with 
its cold and cruel decree, could place its 
seal of outlawry upon the fleeing accused 
and the public could execute its fatal sen- 
tence at will. 

‘‘Neither the old law nor the present prac- 
tice can be defended, but as the old law 
only became obsolete in the course of 
time as the criminal class upon which it 
operated was exhausted or ripened into 
upright citizenship, so will the present 
practice disappear when the cause that 
provoked it is corrected. 

‘‘Like a burning caldron, it has no self- 
generating heat, and as soon as the fire 
that stirs it into action is withdrawn it 
will return to its normal temperature. 

“I repeat that neither the old law nor 
the present practice can be justified or de- 
fended; yet it is but wise to look beyond 
the tranquil surface of the geituation and 
fathom it to its depths, and in familiar 
language, I am bold to declare that it is a 
condition and not a theory which confronts 
us. 

“But I cannot forbear avowing my af- 
fection for this class of our population. 

“The tender memories entwined about 
my earliest childhood, the joyous partici- 
pation in my boyish sports as we followed 
in merry glee o'er hill and dale the pursu- 
ing pack, with its mutual cry of musical 
discord and confusing melody, and the 
faithful loyalty jn my maturer years em- 
balms this people in my generous sympa- 
thy and affectionate consideration, 
would have the law zealous of every 
that guarantees to them the protection of 
property, the enjoyment of liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness, which should be en- 
joyed by all alike: yet the right of citi- 
zenship should not be accorded without dis- 
crimination because of generous sympathy 
or friendly consideration, but should be 
meted out in perfect impartiality to those 
who measure up to a just and intelligent 
standard fixed by the law, and when the 
law. in its wisdom, revokes ita own abuse 
in the indiscriminate grant of citizenship 
by restoring the Anglo-Saxon to his orig- 
inal status and making it a badee of honor 
to be acquired and appreciated rather than 
a cheap and shoddy bauble to be thrust 
upon all alike, then and not till then will 
sectionalism disappear, and then will ra- 
cial amity and fraternity be restored, 
and with reunited front and fellowship the 
Anglo-Saxon will burst the cerements of his 
intellectual bondage and press forward to 
renewed effort and to augmented ereat- 
ness, with one accord cheerfully and gen- 
erously yielding to every person of what- 
ever nationalitv, color or previous condil- 
tion of servitude such status as hia intel- 
ligence and virtue may avoke. 
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“The direct result of cheapening cit!- 
zenship is the ignorant and purchaseable 
ballot, and from this is svawned the twin 
vampires that now infest the social fabric— 
the truet and the demagogue—for while 
they appear to be dissimilar and seem to 
be in nowlse related, yet both are con- 
ceived and born of the same selfish germ, 
both are moved by the self-same sinister 
ulterior purpose and both will meet, as do 
all extremes, in prostitutine the public 
preeperity to gratify their selfish purposes. 

“Rut if the law wfll remove the floating 
refuse upon which both feed and fatten. 
the ignorant and venal hallot {fn the hands 
of an tmmature citizen. both will drop into 
oblivion and power will be restored where

it should be lodged—in the conservative 
middie class, which at last is the ballast 
of the ghip of state. 

“But | forego further prosecution of the 
law's abuse or its excess. I devoutly be- 
lieve that the day is not far distant when 
the law will reassert itself and restore 
citizenship to the appraised value fixed by 
the father of his country and make it wor- 
thy the aspiration of any freeman’s ambi- 
tion, and thus lift the leaden weight that 
has anchored our national prosperity upon 
the shoals of sectionalism and which has 
imperiled the unity of sentiment, hope and 
purpose Which marks the prosperity of a 
great people.’’ 

Judge McWhorter next drew a contrast 
between Anglo-Saxon and Latin concep- 
tions of Justice, showing the deficiency and 
the corruption of the latter. Continuing, 
he said: 

“Possibly in approaching the discussion 
of the lawyer if I were to yield to popular 
opinion I would dispose of him like Dick, 
the butcher, proposed to Jack Cade in the 
notable scene in Henry VI. He-said, “The 
lirst thing we do, let's kill all the lawyers.’ 

‘But as I deem the lawyer one of the 
most potential factors in society, and al- 
though the profession may have suffered 
from the conduct of a few, who, from too 
little or too much learning, practice law 
for the purpose of delay only, I do not 
hesitate to affirm that there is no influence 
in any state or, community of more con- 
servative or judicious character than the 
lawyer, 

“This is the result 
professional environment, and from which 


“Possibly the lawyer of teday* does not 
possess the individuality, the force or ver; 
satility of the lawyer of the past genera- 
tion. While his education may be higher 
and his culture broader, he lacks that rug- 
ged individuality, the versatile character- 
istics and inherent force of his prede- 
cessor. 

“I must confess that there is much food 
for reflection in the fact that the all-round 
lawyer is being partitioned by time into 
the commercial lawyer, the real estate law- 
yer, the insurance lawyer, the railroad 
lawyer, the criminal lawyer and other spe- 
cialists, who perhaps are more powerful 
and effective within their several spheres, 
but who have only an index knowledge of 
the other departments of the law, and 
who are therefore in any emergency quite 
helpless, 

“What effect this gradual disinte- 
gration of our ante-bellum progenitor will 
have upon the profession is a matter of 
speculation which time alone can demon- 
strate, 

‘The popular charge, however, against 
the lawyers is that they are over-zealous; 
that they are too persistent in defending 
human life and individual rights; that 
cases are prolonged at the public expense, 
and that the defendant is not hanged as 
soon as the prosecutor and his friends may 
desire, 

‘This is the gravamen of the popular 
charge, and thus it is sought to place upon 
the profession the stigma and odium of 
lynchings. 

“Te the lawyers stand at the gateway 
of justice and demand and secure of the 
courts fair and impartial trials, this fact 
alone would embalm them in the profound 
gratitude of the future more than any tri- 
bute that could be inscribed to them. 

“The lawyer has been educated into the 
principle that a fair and impartial trial is 
the most sacred rieht of freemen, and if 
it is relinquished at any point despotism 
will again lift its hydra-head and liberty 
will sooner or Jater yield to its encroach- 
ment. 

Of course the clamor for a speedy hearing 
is always in favor of ‘the other fellow, 
but I apprehend there is more or less men- 
tal reservation for less speed ‘for us and 
our folks.’ ‘but the lawyer appreciates 
that the right to a speedy trial is not 
matter of practice or the prerogative 
but the inherent and 
alienable right of man, and though ap- 
parently it may seem to be a simple right, 
vet it was wrung bv blood and treasure 
and time from despotic oppression, and in 
the bill of righte none is more vital, and 
if again surrendered and reposed in the 
government it will only feed its exactions 
and it will be again used by the govern- 
ment. as history shows it was in the past, 
as a cruel confessional torture of the inno- 
cent or a hurried purveyance to the scaf- 
fold. 

“T’indue haate is but mockery to the ma- 
jestv of the law. for while punishment 
should be eure and certain it 
should he well advised and deliberate, and 
I protest that a fleet-footed hearing is no 
fust exchange for the fair and imparti 
trial guaranteed by the law, and no calam- 
itv can befall a eatate so baleful in its 
consequences. as for its courts to become 
the quick and ready clearing house of 
the mob. when 
‘The hungry judges soon the sentence sign, 
And wretches hang that jurymen may 

dine.’ 

“The lawyer stands 
ministration of the law—they 
courts and fight for the individual 
of their clients. 

“The lawyer, though he may be embar- 
rassed by the particular person 
happen to occupy the bench, looks far be- 
yond this and recognizing the @ourt as the

custodian under the law of individual rights’ 


and as the scene of his own endeavor, 
supports and sustains it and seeks to es- 
tablish it in the public confidence. 

“He remembers that the puny and pusil- 
lanimous John Kelynge was succeeded as 
chief justice by the great Sir Mathew 
Hale, and that Shaftsbury, who draughted 
the habeas corpus act, was followed as 
chancellor in quick succession by the in- 
famous Jeffreve, who, te court royal favor, 
violated every clause of it. 

“Therefore while the vicious and venal 
may attack the law and the careless and 
thoughtless may assault the courts, the 
lawyer, in loyalty, will continue to support 
the one, and in fidelity will continue to es- 
pouse the cause of the other. 

“Tf we would refresh the law in the af- 
fection of the people let us follow the foot- 
steps of our progenitors and idealize it and 
cherish its inspiring principles as the cor- 
ner stone of our hope and the guiding star 
of our temporal faith, for in its last analy- 
sis it is our anchor and our hope; it shields 
the weak from the strong and protects the 
poor from the wreck of the rich: it re- 
strains the agrarian tendencies of the ve- 
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nal and corrupt and molds the aggrega- 
tion into the good of the individual; at the 
hearthstone it yields the pure and holy 
relation of mutual affection, free from the 
torch of the incendiary and the ravages 
of the despoiler; it promises to establish 
justice, insure tranquillity and promote the 
general good: it pledges the diffusion of 
knowledge and the dissemination cf learn- 
ing; it founds charities for the asylum of 
the poor, and to the rich it warrants his 
honest earninge. 

“In the language of one cherisned in the 
affection of his people for his unswerving 
devotion to its principles, “The law is the 
apostle of right and he scripture of jus- 
tice,’ and a elvil fabric builded thereon is 
founded on a rock and the storms of law- 
leseness and the waves of cupidity and pas- 
sion will beat upon it in vain, for v hen 
time in its relentless march shall baveé 
entombed imperial power and despotism, it 
will only have anchored more deeply the 
very foundations of the law builded uron 
human rights and liberty in the hearts and 
affection of the people, and it will g@ on 
expanding in power ahd in ereatness until 
the exile of cvery country, the martyr 
of everv creed and the innocent victim of 
every despotism will find an asylum of 
safety under the aegis of its protection, 
with no sovereign but the law and no in- 
sienia of rank but merit.” 


Several Papers Read. 


Papers were read today by Judge John 
l.. Hopkins on “The Evolution of the 


- ' “ode,” by Hon. Peter W. Meldrim a report 
of his training and | 


from the committee on interstate law, by 
Hon. 8S. P. Gilbert on the “‘Growth of the 
Criminal Law’’ and by Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley a characteristic address of greet- 
{ne and friendship and advice. 

The most interesting paper read at the 
morning session was that of Judge John 
L.. Hopkins. Judge Hopkins, as member of 
the code commission, has made a close 
study of the present code from the first 
compilation and his paper contained much 
highly interesting information. “After tell- 
ing the story of the evolution of the code, 
Judge Hopkins showed the progress in sen- 
timent and civilization which the change in 
the law represents. He referred, for in- 
stance, to the fact that up to .847 a femme 
sole could be imprisoned for debt In Geor- 
gia. 

This brought 
rather dramatic 


interesting and 
episode. After Judge 
Hopkins had concluded his admirable 
address, which was received with much 
applause, Judge Bleckley told the story of 
the repeal of the law @roviding for im- 
prisonment of women for debt. When 
Judge Bleckley was a young man, he 
was coming through Clayton, the county 
seat of his home county, Rabun, when he 
saw a woman in charge of the sheriff, 
placed on a platform in front-of the jail, 
where she could be seen by the public be- 
fore being imprisoned for debt. He was 
then going to Milledgeville with the sena- 
from that dis'rict, and the representa- 
tive from that county, who were taking 
him, a young man, to the then state cap- 
ital for the purpose of getting him a po- 
sition in the state service. They got him 
the place: and while there, he, the young 
man Bileckley, drew up the bill which put 
an end forever to the imprisonment of 
women in Georgia; that picture at Clay 
ton remained in his memory. The Dill 
which he drew was intrqduced by the rep- 
resenta'ives from Rabun and became a 
law.

Judge Bleckley’s Address. 

Judge Bleckley’s address teemed 
humor, philosophy, advice. 
He referred :ouchingly to the great indebdt- 
edness he felt toward the members of the 
bar of Georgia, who had much 
for him—a debt of gratitude he felt he 
could never even hope to repay 
The concluding portion of Judge Bleck- 
ley’s address he devoted to “The Irrele- 
vant.’ of which, as he said, he gave an in- 
ternational example. 

‘Under the inspiration of international 
chivalry,”’ said he, ‘“‘we instituted an action 
at arms against the Spanish monarchy, 
sueing as prochein ami for humanity. The 
particular group of humanity svught to be 
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benefited consisted of the Cubans who were 
struggling for independence. They had 
fought so long without success that condi- 
tions became inhuman, and we concluded 
that more fighting, if we took a hand in it, 
would render them human again. So we 
fought, were victorious, and recovered all 
we sued for on the score of humanity. 

“Here diplomacy set in and we amended 
our pleadings. Hitherto we had been for 
our wards; now we put in for ourselves, 
and in the end recovered the Philippine 
islands and brought upon us a  0bloody 
oriental war, a most irrelevant war. And 
yet we must fight through it or do what 
Americans have never done, back out. 

“This is a striking and costly lesson tn 
the might and mischief of the irrelevant. 
How much irrelevancy there was in this 
national example may admit of question; 
but that there was some, and quite enough 
to work serious harm, can scarcely be 
doubted. My own opinion is that the whole 
proceeding was irrelevant from its inception 
onward. 

“In spirit and temper I am optimistic— 
thoroughly so; but I admit that there are 
times when my optimism is severely tried 
by the irrelevant. It is the most dangerous 
adversary to truth and justice, to peace and 
order, to progress and prosperity that 
exists on earth.’’ 

Expert Testimony. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the morning’s exercises was the discussion 
of the question of the relations between 
the doctor and his patient, by Dr. J. B. 
Baird, of Atlanta, as chairman of a com- 
mittee of the Medical Association of Geor- 
gia. At the annual meeting of the medical 
association resolutions bearing upon this 
important subject were adopted, and a spe- 
cial committee, consisting of Dr. Baird, Dr. 
C. D. Hurt and Dr. W. 8. Elkin, was ap- 
pointed to present to the legislature the 
questions of privileged communications and 
also expert testimony, and to bring the 
matter to the attention of the bar assacia- 
tion, seeking legal assistance in the work 
of formulating a bill or bills to be presented 


| t(qthe lawmakers. 


The end aimed at by the doctors of the 
State, acting through their association, is 
set forth in the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Medical Associa- 
tion of Georgia cordially indorses the 
necessity for legislation in this state 
making confidential communications to 
the physician by his patient privileged 
communications, and providing for the 
payment of just compensation for expert 
medical services in the courts, 

In support of this action, Dr. Baird read 
a paper which he had presented to the 
medical association at its meeting. It was 
a strong argument in favor of making the 
communication of a patient to his physician 
a privileged communication; and also that 
physicians should be protected in their ex- 
pert testimonyr~« 

At the conclusion of his remarks, Attor- 
ney General Terrell moved that the matter 
be referred to a special committee to report 
tomorrow. There was some discussion as 
to the best way to pass upon the matter, 
and finally Mr. Terrell’s motion was adopt- 
ed. The committee appointed consists of 
Judge Hillyer, of Atlanta: Mr. Thad Ham- 
mond, of Atlanta; Colonel John DeLacy, of 
Eastman: Attorney General Terrell and 
United States District Attorney Marion 
Erwin.

Cumberland Hotel Guests Start Qut fo 
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WEATHER WAS ROUGH AND SEAS HIGH 
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Were Wartied by Experienced Persons 
Not To Make the Venture—Twen- 
ty-Four Hours Without Food 
or Water and Tossed 
by the Waves. 


_ Brunswick, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)—News 
_ Teached Brunswick tonight of the narrow 
'@scape from death a party of five persons 
had while out on a sail at Cumberland 
island Tuesday, during which they were 
for ‘hours helpless on a stormy sea. 

The party consisted of Mrs. Painter, of 
Atlanta, anc a young woman companion; 
& millinery drummer named Williams, 
from Louisville: a Mr. Dekle, from Thom- 
asville, and Ernest Billington, of Cum- 
derland, who was sailing the boat. Thev 
were blown out to sea and for twenty-four 
hours were on the turbutent waters in a 
small sail: boat without food or water, and 
no shelter from the seas and wind. 

Squall Carried Them Out to Sea. 

The party left the Hotel Cumberland at 
8 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, while a strong 
wind was blowing and weather 
threatened, for a sa!l across St. Andrews’'s 
sound. They were in a small yawl boat, 
Scarcely big enough to hold five, but all 
were out for a joliy time and did not mind 
the uncomfortably close quarters very 
‘much. 

When about the middle of St. Andrews 
& squall caught them and drove the boat 
Straight out to sea. They beat backward 
and forward all night and half 
of Wednesday and arrived back on Cum- 
berland last night at dark. 

Fainted from Fear. 

During that time the women had repeat- 
‘edly fainted from fear and exposure and 
the entire party was in a wretched condi- 
tion generally. During their absence 
Searching parties had been organized and 
all the hotel guests were scouring the 
beaches and water ways looking for the 
lost ones. Boats were out all night ané 
the beach and docks were patrolled with 
lights in hopes of rendering aia. 

The tales of suffering that were under- 
gone by the party while they were heip- 
lessly riding the choppy sea are thrilling, 
and their final safe return has removei 
@ weight off the minds of Cumberland’s 
guests. 

It seems that experienced sea rovers had 
‘Warned them against the trip, but without 
avail, and the apprehension felt for the 
party from the time of their departure 
@rew into alarm and great fear as the 
hours progressed and no trace of them 
could be found.

But making all possible allowances for 
Voltaire’s Surroundings, the deformities of 
his character are so Sreat that it is hard 
to give him due credit either for his bet- 
ter qualities or for the services he undoubt- 
edly rendered to France and to the world 

Voltaire’s labors in promoting a knowl- 
edge of the physical sciences were long 
arduous and disinterested. His “Elements 
of the Newtonian Philosophy” was the first 
beok upon the Subject to be published in 
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te & purpose. He wished to effect a 
ansformation of the public mind, and the 
high value of what he wrote, its adaptation 
to the end he had in view, is shown by the 
results which were achieved by him. His 
Sreatest gifts were clearnes$ of statement 
and vividness of {)lustration. His many- 
Sidedness has never been surpassed. It 
must be recognized, however, that he suc- 
ceeded in prose work better than in verse.

No one who wishes to know Voltaire 
Should fail to acquaint himself with his 
carresponuence. As a letter writer he is un- 
Surpassed, and his correspondence covers a 
period of over sixty years, of the most !n- 
teresting in the history of mankind. We 
possess over ten thousand letters written 
either by or to him, and this represents, 
very likely, only a small part of the epis- 
tolary activity of this extraordinary man.

It would not be casy to give a clearer 
idea of the strange conception of poetry 
which prevailed in France at this time than 
is given in the simple statement that Vol- 
taire was acknowledged to be its greatest 
poét. It is probable that few Englishmen 
think of Voltaire as a poet at all, and he 
has indeed no claim to the title except such

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France. He wrote hundreds of gratuitous 
articles for the famous French encyclopedia, 
the pioneer of popular education. He 
profuse in his charitable gifts and his home 
was a refuge for the needy. More than 
this, he gave much time, money and toil and 
exposed himself to obloquy and danger itn 
defending the victims of oppression. The 
defamer of Joan of Arc was the savior of 
the family of Calas. His exposures in this 
shameful case led to an outcry that abolish- 
ed the rack and confession by torture. Voi- 
taire died in 1778, but his influence lived on, 
and his protests against tyranny and super- 
stition were among the most powerful cause 
of that great revolution which made France 
a democracy, which weakened the power cf 
every European despotism and lightened 
the burdens of every people. The ideas of 
1789, the words ‘“‘liberty,’’ ‘‘equality’’ and 
“fraternity,” in spite of the mistakes and 
crimes of their apostles, have not lost their 
power and will have their influence in bring- 
ing in the better social and political con- 
ditions for which we are all hoping. 

The skeptic has a function, and a very 
important one it is. It is to couteract the 
bypocrite and the fanatic. The infidel and 
the bigot are the extreme types of diver- 
gence in the human mina. and mischievous 
and repulsive as they are, they neverthe- 
less illustrate even better than more mod- 
ern types certain great fundamental laws. 
The physical, the political and the reli- 
gious world alike depend upon a certain 
equilibrium of forces. The earth revolves 
about the sun as a result of the balance 
between the centripetal and centrifugal mo- 
tions. If the centripetal force were un- 
checked the earth woulf plunge into the 
sun and be instantly dissolved into its ele- 
ments. If the centrifugal force were given 
full sway our globe would dash off into 
space and become a wandering star from 
which all life would speedily perish. The 
removal of dead tissue is as necessary to 
the health and growth of the human body 
as food itself. The body politic is not un- 
like. A good government is always the re- 
sult of the interaction of forces that up- 
build end forces that disintegrate. Where 
centralizing forces are too strong the result 
is despotism. Where individuality is too 
great the result is anarchy. God made acids 
to cleanse away rusts and stains. He made 
jackals and vultures to devour garbage. 

Taking, then, the darkest view of Vol- 
taire compatible with faith in an overrul- 
ing providence, we m@y perhaps accept his 
own estimate of himself as expressed in the 
words: ‘J’ai fait un peu de bien; c’est mon 
meilleur ouvrage’”’ (‘I have done a little 
good; it is my better work’’).

Selected Studies and Criticism. 

Voltaire, whose real name was Francois 
Marie Arouet, is certainly the most influ- 
ential of the numerous writers that have 
been produced by France. He was born in 
Paris on November 21, 1694, and died in the 
same city on May 30, 1778. At the time of 
his birth Louis XIV was still the absolute 
of France; no one dared to eee 
vine right to the crown or to res st 
ow coniaor ea will. When he died 
public opinion had become so irresistible 
a power that King Louis XIV had been 
compelled, much against his desire, to assist 
the revolted colonies of North America in 
their struggle against the English king, and 
that eleven years later the French also de- 
termined to begin a revolution, the object 
of which was to establish free and equal 
government over the ruins of the old sys- 
tem. Of the transformation which had ta- 
ken place between the dates of 1694 and 1778

Filled with destructive passion against 
the church, Voltatre in affairs of state was 
a conservative. His ideal for France wis 
an intelligent despotism. But if a conserva- 
tive, he was one of a resorming spirit. Ile 
pleaded for freedom in the internal trade 
of province with province; for legal and aa- 
ministrative uniformity throughout’ the 
whole country; for a reform of the magis- 
tracy; for a milder code of criminal juris- 
prudence; for attention to public hygiene. 
His , gramme was not ambitious, but it 
was reasonable, and his efforts for the 
general welfare have been justified by time. 

As a literary critic, he was again con- 
servative. He belonged to the classical 
school and to its least liberal section. He 
regarded literary forms imposed fgom 
without on the content of poetry, not as 
growing from within; passion and imagina- 
tion he would reduce to the strict bounds 
of uninspired good sense; he placed Virgil 
above Homer anu preferred French tragedy 
to that of ancient Greece; from his invol- 
untary admiration of Shakespeare he re- 
coiled in alarm; if he admired Corneille 
it was with many resarvati@s. Yet his 
taste was less narrow than that of some 
of his contemporaries; he had a true feel- 
ing for the genius of the French language.

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The maturity of the cighteenth century 
is found in Voltaire; he was the personi- 
fication of its rashness, its zeal, its derision, 
its ardor and its universality. In him na- 
ture had, so to speak, identified the indi- 
viduai with the nation, bestowing on him 
a character in the highest degree elastic,

having lively sensibility bu€ no depth of 


passion, little system of principle or con- | 


duct, but that promptitude of self-direction 
which supplies its place, a quickness of 
perception amounting almost to intuition 
and an unexampled degree of activity, by 
which he was in some sort many men at 
No writer, even in the eighteenth 
century, knew so manwv things or treated 
so many subjects. That which was the ruin 
of some minds was the strength of his. 
Rich in diversified talent and in the gifts 
of fortune, he proceeded to the conquest 
of his‘:age with the combined power of the 
highest endowments under the most favora- 
ble circumstances. He was driven again 
and again, as a@ moral pest, from the capi- 
tal of France by the powers that fain 
would have preserved the people from his 
opinions, yet ever gaining ground, his wit 
always welcome and his opinions gradua?- 
ly prevailing, one audacious sentiment af- 
ter another broached and branded with 
infamy, yet secretly entertained, till the 
futile struggle was at length given up and 


once. 


the nation, as with one voice, avowed it- 
self his dfsciple. 

It has been said that Voitaire showed 
symptoms of infidelity from infancy. When 
at college he gave way to sallies of wit, 
mirth and profanity which astonished his 
companions and terrified hfs preceptors. He 
was twice imprisoned in the Bastille, and 
many times obliged to fly from tl.2 c 
try. In England he became acquainted with 
Bolingbroke and all the most distinguish- 
ed men of the time, and in the school of 
English philosophy he learned to use ar- 
gument, as well as ridicule, in his war 
with religion. In 1740 we find him assist- 
ing Frederick the Great to get up a refu- 
tation of Machiavelli; again, *-~ is appoint- 
ed historiographer of France, gentle- 
man of the bedcbamber and member of the 
academy; then he accepts an invitation to 
reside in the court of Prussia, where he 
soon quarrels with the king. After many 
vicissitudes he finally purchased the estate 
of Ferney, near the lake of Geneva, where 
he resided during the rest of his days. From 
this retreat he poured out an exhaustless 
variety of books, which were extensively 
circulated and eagerly perused. He was 
the admiration of all the wits and philoso- 
phers of Europe and numbered among his 
pupils and correspondents some of the 
greatest sovereigns of the age. At the age 
of eighty-four he again visited Paris. Here 
his levees wé@re more crowded than those 
of any empefor; princes and peers throng- 
ed his ante-chamber, and when he rode 
through the streets a train attended him 
which stretched far over the city. He was 
made president of the academy and crown- 
ed with laurel at the theater, where his 
bust was placed on the stage and adorned 
with palms and garlands. He died soon 
after, without the rites of the church, and 
was interred secretly at a Benedictine ab- 
bey.—Botta.

Some of the would-be personal organs 
of the administration are worrying a 
good deal over the troubles in the Vhil- 
ippines. They insist that but for the 
opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty and the loud outcries against im- 
perialism there would be no opposition 
to the Americans in the islands. 

AS a matter of fact, the opposition to 
the treat¥ came from leading republi- 
cans, men who have been identified with 
the party since its organization. Vigo- 
rous opposition to imperialism, so-called, 
comes from the same source. Those who 
are making the fiercest attacks on ex- 
pansion, acquisition, imperialism and 
what not, are prominent republican lead- 
ers 

We repeat now with more confidence 
what we said some months ago, namely, 
that if the administration had outlined 
a definite and conservative policy in the 
Philippines—if it had given the natives 
clearly to understand what must always 
be the nature of government under 
American auspices—there would have 
been small opposition to such a pro- 
gramme in this country and very little 
opposition except on the part of those 
ambitious Filipinos of whom Aguinaldo 
is the type. These men are agitators, 
and nothing could be expected from them 
but opposition to any plan that may 
have been outlined or put in operation. 
But if the administration had dealt with 
the matter with entire frankness, such 
opposition would have been far less for- 
midable than it has turned out to be. 

One thing should have been clear at 
the outset—that we cannot deal fairly or 
justly with these people unless we @6n- 
courage the fact that they are not ab- 
origines—that they are not in the same 
category with the savages who formerly 
had possession of the lands now occu- 
pied by the states and territories of the 
republic. They are civilized and they 
have had the advantage of Christian 
teaching for many years. They are well 
enough educated to understand our form 
of government, and if a plan of adminis- 
tration had been offered to them on such 
a basis, such leaders as Aguinaldo would 
have been crippled at the outset. 

As we have said so often heretofore,

Those who 
contend that we should have withdrawn 
from the Philippines at the conclusion of 
the war with Spain seem to have little 
idea of the responsibilities we assum- 
ed when Dewey sailed into Manila bay 
that morning in May. Yet the respon- 
Sibilities we assumed cannot be lightly 
ignored; they insist on recognition: and 
whether we take permanent charge of 
the islands, or undertake to set the Fili- 
pinos on their feet and there leave them; 
we cannot afford to permit the present 
war to go on. We cannot retire and per- 
mit the islands and their interests to fall 
into hands that are alien to all the func- 
tions of liberty, nor can we pause now 
until the most ignorant native is made 
to see and feel that Aguinaldo is fighting 
against the very forces that make for 
liberty. 

The duty of our government is to 
make clear, without further delay, its 
intention with reference to the Filipinos. 
We should offer them the same assur- 
ance that we have extended to the peo- 
ple of Cuba. We should put them on no- 
tice that if the people of the islands want 
an independent government, they may 
have it as soon as they are ready to 
maintain it. We believe this would end 
the insurrection, and the United States 
could then be permitted to devote its at- 
tention to affairg in the Philippines with- 
Out molestation. 

‘The government of the island would, 
of course, be administered under mili- 
tary rule, temporarily, just as is now 
being done in Cuba. In the meantime, 
we should deal fairly and frankly with 
the people of the island. and put them 
On notice that it is not our desire to hold 
them as citizens of a conquered province. 

Under a wise: administration of af- 
fairs in the Philippines following such a 
declaration, we have very grave doubts 
if, as a result of the benefits that would 
follow from such a change, the people 
of the Philippines would prefer inde- 
pendence to annexation to the United 
States. 
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Africa and the Negro. 

W. H. Councill, who is president of a 
negro college at Normal, Ala., and who 
is a man of considerable ability, has 
fallen into line with Bishop Henry M. 
‘Turner, in the belief that Africa is the 
only hope for the negro, and the only 
place where he can build up a new civi- 
lization. 

While we clearly realize the fact that 
there is no profit in such discussions 
except in so far as they enable leading 
negroes to give vent to their restless- 
ness and their impatience, nevertheless 
they possess a certain interest. Bishop 
Turner, if We remember the scope of his 
African plan, is for beginning the move- 
ment at once; he believes the time is 
ripe for it, and that all that is neces- 
sary to its success is the assistance of 
the United States government in putting 
the negroes across the great waters. 

President Councill, on the other hand. 
while he igs in favor of the movement, is 
apparently not convinced that the exo- 
dus will occur at once, or even very 
soon: but he looks for it in the course of 
“a few generations.” As only about 
three and a third generations mark the 
passing of a century, it will be seen that 
President Councill gives ample scope for 
the propagation and growth of the move- 
ment. And certainly there seems to 
be no reason for haste in the matter. 
Many intelligent negroes who have 
sought to better their condition by go- 
ing to Africa have not found the gitua- 
tion there much to their taste. They 
have returned with very gloomy reports. 

A short time ago President Councill 
was among those who marked out a 
very hopeful future for the negro in this 
country; but he now believes that the 
race prejudice against the negroes will 
never be overcome in this country. 
That, of course, depends on a great many 
things: but it depends mainly on the 
negroes themselves. We have been 
somewhat close observers of the course 
of affairs in the south for some years, 
and as one of the results of that obser- 
vation we may say that, man for man, 
the negroes have stronger prejudices 
against the whites than the whites en- 
tertain toward the negroes. Whether 
this is the outcome of a false political 
education, or whether it is the product 
of an ineradicable instinct, we have no 
time to inquire. We merely state a fact 
that is apparent to all who have taken 
special interest. 

President Councill thinks the negroes 
will find “a thousand superior advan- 
tages for mental and material gain, to 
be obtained through hardship and ad- 
versity.” Well, among other advan- 
tages, the negroes will find the white 
man there; he is always in evidence 
where there is opportunity for gain. 
As to hardship and adversity, they have 
been the portion of all races of men 
from the beginning, and of 4 part of all 
races down to this day. Individuais may 
escape from them, but races never. 

Once more it is borne in upon us— 
would that it could be borne in upon the 
colored brother!—that the negro must 
solve hig own problems in his own way. 
If he desires to remain here and solve 
them where he will receive aid and 
sympathy, well and good; if he desires 
to retire to Africa and solve them in the 
climate of their origin, well and good 
again. 
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The Texas Disaster. 

The terrible disaster reported from the 
Brazos valley, in Texas, should be a 
warning to those engaged in the de- 
foresting of the country. 

It has been a serious governmental 
mistake to have permitted the wholesale 
destruction of forests which has taken 
place throughout the country. Aside 
from the calls of cultivation and of com- 
merce. there hag been a wholesale and 
wanton destruction of forest trees, pri- 
vate individuals being permitted to cut 
down ruthlessly the growth of centuries. 
While the settlement of the country 
called for the opening up of the forest 
in many places, yet there should have 
been some regard for the river Banks 
and other places where forestry plays an 
important part in irrigation and clima- 
tology. The public has its rights as well 
as private individuals, and a regard for 
the rights of the public should have eall- 
ed for a control on scientific lines of the 

r of the country.

Mr. Bryan’s Philosophy. 

In his speech before the Gainesville 
chautauqua, Mr. W. J. Bryan gave ut- 
terance to these words: 

I am an optimist. I believe in the intel- 
ligence and patriotism of the American 
people; I Lelieve them capable of solving 
aright every question that confronts them. 
if they make mistakes, I know that to 
“err is human,’’ but that mistakes are real- 
ly the means by which we learn, and that 
our people have sufficient intelligence to 
make a good use of the mistakes which 
they do make and that our stumbling blocks 
may really be our stepping stones to higher 
grounds. 

There ig a whole world of philosophy 
in what Mr. Bryan hag here so eloquent- 
ly said. In fact, what he has said might 
be amplified so as to cover every relation 
of life. There can be no more depress- 
ing influence in any country or in any 
business than the croaker, the man who 
goes about lamenting his fate, and de- 
claring that the world is continually 
growing worse. His opposite, however, 
the man who has always a bright smile 
and a cheery word, is a benediction and 
a pleasure wherever he appears. Be- 
neath his influence misfortune even 
takes on a different hue, and studying 
out the events which befall us we be- 
gin to look for the bright side. 

In the matter of political conditions 
there are always those who think that 
the country is going to the dogs. They 
can see nothing bright in the future, and 
every comparison which they have to 
make is with the past to the disad- 
Vantage of the future. Such men as 
these are not the oneg who build up a 
country, nor give to it the tone which 
is to control its future progress. The 
man who hag hope in his country and 
faith in his fellows is the one who 
gauges the gecret of success. As Mr. 
Bryan has so truly said, the very mis- 
takes which we make are most bene- 
ficial because they are object studies in 
the school of experience. The country 
may from time to time suffer the dis- 
advantages of bad men in office and the 
enforcement of wrong principles, but it 
is through the warning set by such men 
and the evil consequences of such prin- 
ciples that people learn to avoid mis- 
takes in the future viewed in the light 
of those which have been already made. 

In fact, the very existence of our re- 
public has been made possible by the 
mistakes which have been made only 
to call for the reforming hand of the 
people. The establishment of the repub- 
lic itself was looked on by the old wor!d 
as a mistake, but the mistake proved its 
tenacity of purpose, and went on re- 
forming itself until now the United 
States government is one of the might- 
iest in the world, wielding all the pow- 
er of autocracy at the same time without 
losing its character ag a government 
the people. Upon the stepping stones 
of error our government has moved for- 
ward. as it will continue to do in the 
future, regardless of the dyspeptic opin- 
ion of those wha think that patriotism 
is a varied article, and that the future 
holds in its womb nothing but woe. 
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The Librarian of Congress. 

It is hinted around in a somewhat 
sinister way that Mr. Herbert Putnam, 
who hag been placed in charge of the 
congressional library, will have some in- 
fluential senators to reckon with before 
his appointment is confirmed by that 
body. This hint ig based on the fact 
that Mr. Putnam has filled eight vacan- 
cies on the library staff without con- 
sulting the politicians. 

This is said to be an unprecedented 
piece of audacity, and hence the hint 
that the politicians who imagine they 
have been ignored will endeavor to make 
matters warm for Mr. Putnam when 
congress meets. In this case we can 
predict, without claiming to be a proph- 
et. that the politicians will make a seri- 
ous mistake. 

The truth is that the appointment of 
Mr. Putnam in the first place was one 
of the most agreeable surprises of the 
season. It met and meets the warm- 
est approval of all men whose judgment 
is worth anything in. the matter. lor 
many years the library of congress has 
needed just such a man at its head. He 
is capable to the last degree, and ig an 
adept in all the duties that appertain 
to his office. He is, in fact, one of the 
most accomplished librarians in the 
world, and if the politicians will keep 
their hands off, he will soon bring our 
great library to a point of usefulness 
undreamed of before. 

Mr. Putnam is no doubt a republican 
in politics; but he is a politician, 
and when he makes ap appointment to 
a vacancy in the library’s staff, he has 
but one object’ in view—the increasing 
usefulness of the institution of which 
he is the head; and recognizes but one 
recommendation—peculiar fitness on the 
part of the person appointed. : 

We venture to say that real civil ser- 
vice reform, the reform that all sensi- 
ble people can and do indorse, will find 
in the congressional librarian its most 
practical and successful exponent. It. is 
the hope of all who know the capabill- 
ties of Mr. Putnam that he will long 
continue at the head of the congression- 
al library, and that he may be permit- 
ted to extend and increase the useful- 
ness of that great institution in his own 
way undisturbed by the clamor of poli- 
ticians.

Newspapers as Historians. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 

One of the drawbacks to the investigator 
into the early history of the United States 
is that there were very few newspapers 
printed in those days, and the files of 
only a small portion of them have been 
preserved. Niles’s Register, a weekly pe@- 
per printed in Baltimore, which was start- 
ed in 1811 and was continued until 1849, the 
younger Niles conducting it after his fa- 
ther’s death, is the chief reliance for 
the political history of the early part of 
the period which it covered. Any one of 
half a dozen papers printed in Baltimore 
today, however, has more news in a sing!e 
issue than Niles printed in five or six 
editions. The newspapers of the present 
time give every event and issue in all 
aspects. They give it earlier, fuller and 
in better shape than was done in the past, 
Or than can be done by any government 
publication. They provide the “abstract 
and brief chronicles of the time” with an 
enterprise and a fidelity which make them 
of the highest value as a reflex of the 
life of the period. John Fiske speaks for 
the guild of professional historians when 
he places his high estimate upon the 
worth of newspaper narratives as mate- 
rial for the history of a nation or an 
age,

HISTORY OF CRIMINAL 


One of the best papers read before the 
Georgia Bar Association at Warm Springs 
yesterday was that of Captain S. P. Gil- 
bert, of Columbus, on “The Growth of Crim- 
inal Law.” Captain Gilbert penetrated 
deeply into the historical meat of his sub- 
ject going back to the fountain sources of 
law in the dealings of God with Israel and 
bringing the discussion down to the pres- 
ent time. 

Speaking of the crude statutes which ex- 
isted in England for the suppression of 
crime during the fifteenth century Captain 
Gilbert quoted from Stephens’ History of 
Criminal Law in England to this effect: 

“In England ‘till 1487 any one who knew 
how to read might commit murder as often 
as he pleased with no other result than 
that of being delivered to the ordinary to 
make his purgation. That this should have 
been the law for several centuries seems 
hardly credible, but there is no doubt that 
it was. Even after 1487 a man who could 
read could commit murder once with no 
other punishment than that of having ‘‘M’’ 
branded on the brawn of his left thumb, 
and if he was a clerk in orders he could, 
till 1547, commit any number of murders 
aapprently without being branded more 
than once.’”’ ; 

Next Captain Gilbert took up the condi- 
tions which prevailed on this side of the 
Atlantic during the early days of American 
colonization. Said he in this connection: 

‘Though the American colonists had fied 
from the cruel laws and barbaric punish- 
ments of England they did not entirely‘shut- 
fie off’ the superstitions with which they 
had become inoculated. The Mayflower did 
not land its Pilgrims at Plymouth Rock to 
become at once the head and front of learn- 
ing or the paragons of human conduct. The 
triais and executions for witchcraft in Mas- 
sachusetts form the bloodiest chapter of 
Judicial slaughter im American history. 
Such things continued with almost una- 
bated fury until 1692, long after the estab- 
lishment of Harvard college, and must have 
shaken Plymouth Rock to its base. Cotton 
Mather, a graduate of Harvard, an ordain- 
ed minister, and a distinguished author was 
the leading authority on witchcraft, and it 
was under his lead that so many perished 
by this superstitious tyranny. That this 
now opulent and splendid university sur- 
vived such influences is due to the trimmph 
of knowledge and truth ever ignorance and 
error. During this reign of terror the jail 
was the only house sure of occupation and 
the gallows a faithful adjunct. No home 
was safe from its blighting hand and the 
infant was as likely to be snatched from its 
mother’s arm as the aged and decrepit to 
be dragged from blameless homes and hur- 
ried to their last abiding place. Neither 
sex nor age were spared, an@ a smile of 
happiness on the face of blugaing maiden- 
hood was unerring proof of the Evil One. 
Even an accusation of witchcraft was fatal, 
as conviction was certain from a court or- 
ganized for no other result. Should the wit- 
nesses fail to give evidence of guilt, they 
had themselves been bewitched by the ac- 
cused, who thereby stood condemned. In the 
year 1692 nineteen victims were burned in 
Salem for this crime. This climax of cruel- 
ty sickened even the blindest believers and 
+ the death Knell of these prosecu- 

ons. 

In like manner Captain Gilbert told of 
other criminal outbreaky in colonial days, 
showing hw justice was impeded by igno- 
rance and « perstition. He cited several 
primitive statutes governing such evils as 
tobacco, whisky and profanity. 

Touching upon the subject of punishments 
for crime, Captain Gilbert gaid: 

‘In England there are now only four cap- 
ital crimes; and in Georgia only treason, 
rape, murder and some forms of arson are 
punished with death. The gallows is the 
most usual form of inflicting this penalty, 
though New York has adopted electrocu- 
tion. In Italy, Holland, Portugal,Roumania, 
Belgium and Switzerland the death penalty 
has been wholly abolished 

‘‘Hanging was public in Georgia until 1893, 
when a law was enacted requiring them to 
be in private. This was a wise step, but 
to have its intended effect upon the public 
morals it should have gone further. No 
day should be named for the execution in 
the sentence, but an interim of several days 
should be allowed, within which it may 
take place. By this means the appetite of 
the morbid and curious for such revolting 
scenes may not be appeased. Thus the 
wretched convict will cease to play the 
role of martyr or ‘read his titles clear to 
mansions in the sky’ for the ignorant and 
credulous. 

The ablest statesmen, jurists and philan- 
thropists have struggled for years to ar- 
rive at a humane yet just and proper sys- 
tem of punishment. Originally punishment 
was for the purpose of revenge. We find 
that even murder could be condoned by the 
payment of such a sum of money as satis- 
fied the representatives of the murdered 
man. This is directly antagonistic to our 
idea of fégal punishment, which is based on 
the theory that revenge and vengeance have 
no place _> law. 

“Our theories are to punish crime as a 
preventive or for the purpose of reforming 
the criminal, or because crime is bad and 
should receive retributive justice. Each of 
these theories must enter more or less into 
every system to meet the needs of diversitied 
cases. Crimes and the motives which 
pre.npt them are as varied as human na- 
ture, and the punishment suited to one case 
would be wholly ineffectual in another. 

“The reformatory theory for the treat- 
ment of youthful criminals has taken 
strong hold on the minds of many, and the 
future may bring about great results and 
éeneral recognition of its humanity and 
effectiveness. , 

“Within the recent past a new school of 
criminology has developed in which a more 
complete classification of criminals is made. 
It divides the habitual eriminal from the 
man who is not so by nature. It treats 
crime as the result of a disordered brain 
and seeks to cure and reform without total- 
ly discarding the preventive and retribu- 
tive. Those who take mainly the philan- 
thropic view of the question see the time 
ahead when all punishment will look to 
te mental and moral cure of the criminal. 
It is said by some that this ‘is a revival of 
a doctrine taught in Palestine eighteen cen- 
turies ago.’ In Canada at the present time 
the ‘homes of the criminal and dissolute are 
entered and their children taken from them 
to be cared for under state supervision.’ 
From these have developed the theory of 
indeterminate sentences, which, together 
with reformatories and suspended sentences 
show the trend of public sentiment. There 
are those who confidently believe that 4 
vast criminal santitarium will finally be- 
come a leading feature of our system of 
punishment. Under such a system convicts 
would be discharged when cured or reform- 
ed, and those beyond cure or reformation 
would remain indefinitely that society may 


be free from their despofling hand ar 
: and cor. 
rupting influences.” . eas

Washington, July 6.—The Isthmian canal 
ccmmission, the successor of the Nicara- 
gua canal commission, held an all day ses- 
sion today, but refused to make public 
anything beyond a general statement to 
the effect that fhey had been considering 
the details of the work before the various 

committees. 

The observation work begun by the old 
commission is being kept up and four ad- 
ditional men will be sent to the field by 
Saturday's steamer from New York. They 
are J. O. Jones, of Alabama, and Thomas 
F. Bolts, of Philadelphia, both with the 
expedition last year, and Stanford A. Har- 
ris, of North Carolina, and W. C. Me- 
Gruder, of Washington, both new ap- 
pointees. 

The commission ts hurrying to make up 
its field plans, and it is thought the ma- 
jority of the members will sail for the 
isthmus by the end ot July. 


IT WILL TEST THE CRAIG LAW. 


Southern Railway Petitions To Take 
Case to Federal Court. 
Raleigh, N. C., July 6.—(Special.)—The 
Craig law enacted by the last legislature 
requiring the domestication of all foreign 
corporations doing business In North Caro- 
lina, will be tested im the courts by the 
Southern railway. The latter is sued in the 
state court for $20,000 damages. The south- 
ern will file a petition for the removal of 
the case to the United States court and be- 
lieves Judge Ewart will grant the petition. 
The sole object of the Craig law is to pre- 
vent the removal of any cases from the 
state to the federal courts and was par- 
ticularly aimed at the Southern railway. 
The latter says there is no question of 
fact that no state can forbid the removal of 
a suit invajving over $2,000 between citizens 
of different states.

The facts leading up to the capture and 
conviction of ‘Parham Mabry are well 
known, and made one of the npst 
tional robbery cases in the history of the 
state, 

Apparently without any well defined plan 
tof escape, and no particular reason ‘for 
Tobbing the company by Which he was cm- 
ployed, Mabry was suddenly found miss- 
ing. An examination of the safe itn his 
office disclosed the fact that a large de- 
posit made during the day amounting to 
$15,000 had been taken and no trace left 
a@s to who the guilty party could be. The 
disappearance of Mabry at once excited 
Suspicion and a close search for the agent 
fesulted in the certain knowledge that he 
had left Brunswick without notifying any 
one in what direction he had gone. 

His capture was effected the following 
Gay oanly_a few from Brunswick 
across the Chatham line. Tha@ $15,000 
known to be missing from the safe of the 
Southern Express Company was found un- 
disturbed on the the fugitive, 
who had evidently been too frightened, 
upon realizing the extent of his crime, to 
take a train and leave for distant parts. 

Mabry Was Irresponsible. 

It was shown conelusively, it is stated, 
on his trial that the man was of unsound 
mind and for this reason and also that 
he had returned all the stolen the 
sentence imposed was exceedingly Nght. 

An application for the pardon of Mabry 
was refused by the chief exectuive last 
year, and since that time the wife of the 
prisoner has been making a continual e f- 
fort to get a second application before the 
pardon board.

The present tester is regarded as highly 
unsatisfactory, and fails, it is said, to give 
the same results as are reached by the use 
of the tester recently adopted in the state 
of New York. Not only is the test to be 
changed, but it is possible that the flash 
point below which oil will considered 
illegal and dangerous will be rea#justed. 

Assistant Commissioner Wright has or- 
dered a tank of 10,000 gallons of oil at Daw- 
son, which failed to come up to the present 
test, confiscated and held until the Inspector 
at that point is notified what disposition to 
make of it. This order fs only one of a 
number issued in the past few weeks, and 
shows, it stated, the low grade of oil 
sent in Georgia.

even more insidious in their influence.
